MOSCOW — Boris Yeltsin won a 
bloody victory in the battle for 
Russia’s future Monday, his tanks and 
paratroopers flushing his hard-line 
opponents from a flaming Russian 
parliament building. Scores died as 
Yeltsin crushed the strongest power 
bid yet by remnants of the old 
Communist regime. 

The mass surrender of lawmakers 
and their armed supporters seemed 
likely to ‘allow Yeltsin to move ahead 
with plans to elect a new parliament 
in December, and pursue long-frus- 
trated economic reforms. He still 
faced. daunting challenges in his effort 
to transform Russia’s economy and 
society. 

Parliament leaders gave up after 
1,000. soldiers raked the white marble 
parliament relentlessly with fire from 
T-72 tank cannons and heavy 
machine guns, but at least some hold- 
outs remained at large. 

The storming of the parliament 
building, known as the White House, 
broke hard-line opposition in parlia- 
ment. The attack also could make 
martyrs of his opponents. 

President Clinton and other Western 
leaders were quick to support Yeltsin. 

Parliament speaker Ruslan 
Khasbulatov, Vice President 
Alexander Rutskoi and other leaders 
of the two-week occupation of the 
White House were taken from parlia- 
ment to the high-security Lefortovo 
Prison. 

Escalating their defiance of 
Yeltsin’s dissolution of parliament on

He changed course 
after the hard-liners rioted Sunday 
and tried to seize the television center. 

During a lull in the fighting, 
Defense Minister Pavel Grachev 
pulled up in a black limousine and 
met in the middle of the bridge with a 
group of hard-liners. They came out 
of the White House waving a white 
flag. 

Russian television said Grachev 
handed the parliament supporters a 
piece of paper, believed to be an ulti- 
matum to surrender or face destruc- 
tion. 

Yeltsin closed several opposition 
newspapers, including the former 
Communist Party daily Pravda. 
Parliament sympathizers retaliated by 
firing guns at pro-government news- 
papers. 

An |1 p.m. to 5 a.m. curfew was 
imposed throughout the capital, and 
police said 5,000 men would patrol 
the streets and check vehicles at ran- 
dom for weapons.

U.S. poverty rate reaches 10-year high 


SUITLAND, Md. — The number of poor Americans grew by 1.2 million in 
1992, the government said Monday in a report that paints a portrait of an under- 
class that is disproportionately young and without health insurance. 

Analysts blamed stubborn unemployment and declining social services in the 

aftermath of the recession. 

The Census Bureau said there were 36.9 million poor Americans last year, 
accounting for 14.5 percent of the population. That is the highest poverty rate 
since 159) percent in 1983. 

he 1992 poverty line for a family of four was $14,335. For someone living 
alone, it was $7,143. 

The government said 37.4 million Americans, or 14.7 percent of the popula- 
tion, lacked health insurance in 1992, an increase of 2 million. 

“Obviously the administration is saddened but not surprised by those figures,” 
White House deputy press Secretary Lorraine: ‘Voles said. “It underscores the 
need for health care reform in our country.” 

Forty percent of the poor were children under 18, even though they comprised 

only 26 percent of the U.S. population. Their 1992 poverty rate, 21.9 percent, 

was higher than for any other age group. 


Baby survives 4 days buried alive 


KILLARI, India — Soldiers digging for the body of a toddler in the rubble of 
her home found her alive Monday, four days after she was buried by the earth- 
quake that leveled her village. 

Eighteen-month-old Priyanka Javalge was found under a cot buried by heavy 
stones from the house that crashed down around her. The frail, wide-eyed little 
girl was conscious but dehydrated. 

“Tt is nothing but a miracle,” said Lt. Col. Anuj Kumar Ghosh, an army doctor 
who treated her. 

Unofficial estimates of the death toll from Thursday’s earthquake in south- 
west India range as high as 30,000. Authorities say they have identified 10,000 
victims so far. 

The earthquake destroyed all but a few buildings in Manglur, the village 
where Priyanka’s family lived. Her parents escaped with cuts and bruises. 


Ginsburg assertive on Ist day of term 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court began its 1993-94 term’ Monday 
with an avalanche of paperwork and an assertive new justice who peppered 
lawyers with questions from the bench. 

Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg, appointed by President Clinton, asked 17 ques- 
tions through the first hour- -long argument. 

The court, issuing orders in nearly 1,500 cases, denied review to most. It 
agreed to decide whether convicted murderers may insist that jurors choosing 
life or death sentences be told that parole is impossible. 

The justices said they will study a South Carolina death row inmate’s argu- 
ment that he was sentenced unfairly because a trial judge refused to tell the sen- 
tencing jury that a life sentence would carry no chance of parole. 

The Court also turned away the appeal of a men-only Elks lodge in St. George 
that was forced to let a woman become a member or give up its liquor license. 


Midvale investigation yields 26 arrests 


MIDVALE — A three-month police undercover operation ended Monday 
with the arrest of 26 suspects, many of them members of youth gangs, who 
allegedly sold stolen property and drugs to plainclothes police. 

Midvale Police Chief Gerald W. Maughan said seven of those arrested were 
juveniles, and several other warrants were served on people already in jail in 
Salt Lake and Utah counties. 

In all, 27 people were charged with a total of 83 felony counts growing out of 
the undercover storefront and street operation run by a variety of local, state 
and federal agencies. 

Maughan said the operation was aimed at gang members and was intended to 
send a message. 

“We hope to lock up some of the leaders and some of the members,” he said. 

Most of the juveniles, however, were released from detention centers after the 
arrests because there was no room to hold them. 

The chief said it was frustrating to have to free the suspects, but it will be up 
to the state Legislature to provide more money for juvenile facilities.

[t seems people would be hard-pressed to rationalize these figures on the 
isis that the nature of citizens or the nature of society in these other coun- 
ies is drastically more civilized than America. - 

[t’s evident, on the other hand, that all of these countries have something in 
ymmon that America doesn’t have — varying systems of gun control. 

The have-money-will-buy-gun-to-shoot-with approach toward the sale of 
‘ese high-powered toys in America has been and continues to backfire in 
1e face of our society. 

America is long overdue for at least a Brady-Bill-type effort toward gun 
ontrol legislation. 

Granted, there are likely several hunters or regulatory naysayers who 
‘ould oppose gun control laws. For hunters who spend months in advance 
reparing for hunting season, though, a five-day waiting period and other 
rotective measures would be nothing more than a necessary inconvenience. 
Others will say that if you take away guns from the American public, then 
1ey will kill with clubs, bats or any other items they can get their hands on. 
This logic is errant from the start. It doesn’t make any more sense to allow 
‘ivolous access to guns on this premise then it does to allow young children 
) play with the proverbial hot stove on the basis that their bound to hurt 
1emselves on something else anyway. When toys are this dangerous its 
nperative that we as a society are certain the risks are understood by all. 
America is long overdue for gun control methods of some sort. And the 
lace to deal with this problem is in the health care package that both 
‘epublicans and Democrats will mete out over the next year. 

For as David Satcher, the new head of the Centers for Disease Control and 
’revention, pointed out in the New York Times, “If it’s (access to gun con- 
rol) not a health problem, then why are all those people dying from it?”

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What’s feminism? Here’s a definition 


In May of 1888, the National Woman 
Suffrage Association met with 77 other 
women’s organizations, including representa- 
tives of the LDS Women’s Relief Society and 
Young Ladies Mutual Improvement 
Association to form the National Council of 
Women. Later the General Relief Society 
President of the LDS Church served as this 
council’s. president. This council supported 
and encouraged the American Mothers 
Congress whose primary focus was addressing 
the issues of war and peace. That’s feminism. 

Women in 18 countries organized a 
Universal Peace Demonstration for May 18, 
1899, the day before a conference of the great 
international powers at .the Hague, 
Netherlands. Sponsored by the Women’s 
Relief Society and the MIA, “an enthusiastic 
demonstration in favor of peace and arbitra- 
tion” occurred in Utah with a relayed message 
of the event to the international women’s 
demonstration. That’s feminism. 

The roots of the profession of social work 
were grounded in the charitable and systemat- 
ic outreach of women to individuals and large 
groups in the new and crowded urban centers 
at the turn of the century. Massive internation- 
al immigration to the United States as well as 
industrialization bringing rural populations to 
the same cities created large-scale health, 
housing, day care, education, employment and 
poverty issues which became the target of a 
handful of women like Jane Addams in 
Chicago. Through persistent compassion, 
laborious efforts, organization and outreach, 
concern for people changed policy, programs, 
and gave birth to a profession. Such women 
were joined by men who shared these con- 
cerns and visions. That’s feminism. 

Jane Addams, and a small group of other 
women, continued in a life-long commitment 
to serving the underprivileged, undereducated 
and the underrepresented, especially women
